the early spring 1903 our ship an- 
chored off Naha Okinawa Ken, Loo Choo, 
Liu Kiu Islands, having previously been 
the picturesque Isle Oka, one the many 
the chain stretching from Formosa Kinshu. 
customary when first visiting foreign harbor,. 
was sent shore look into the sanitary 
condition the place and discover what facili- 
ties exist for medical and surgical accommoda- 
tions. was while making this investigation 
that saw the quaint one-story native house used 
the local doctors hospital. Inasmuch 
Naha (the supreme government for all the 
Loos Choos), has not been visited our Ameri- 
can medical officers since the Perry expedition 
1853, opinion formed upon first sight 
that many changes have occurred since then. 
was most favorably impressed with the cleanli- 
ness the streets and the neat appearance 
houses and its people. These streets are the 
main wide and airy, exceptionally well paved (the 
macadam method being improved upon), there 
firm surface well adapted thorough drain- 
age. However, with this apparent suriace drain- 
age filth observed upon the public thorough- 
fares, markedly from the towns 
China, where the same condition exists its 
most virulent form. The Japanese not throw 
their offal into the streets and the rains 
carry off all accidental deposits very rapidly. 
Naha Hospital managed civil and munici- 
pal directors, the former are all the medical 
profession and practically run the institution. 
These civil directors, moreover, conduct within 
the same building quite efficient medical school 
over one hundred students. 


The building originally was 
lar hollow square, with quite large in- 
terior court; since organizing the medical 
school this court has been encfoached upon 
for additional rooms, used 
and laboratory, etc. There are 
partitions separating these several compart- 
ments, the usual Japanese style partition, 
light bamboo framework covered with paper 
all that intervenes between the medical students 
and patients. Fronting the street the most im- 
posing aspect. the entrance leading 
either hand offices, operating room and living 
quarters for officials. Further back are 
ushered into the sick rooms, capable accom- 
modating from sixty seventy patients and in- 
side these rooms, facing the interior court, 
the medical school. There are large wards, 
patient has separate room, however, the thin 
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walls are well made slide throw several 
these small rooms into one large one that 
patient may have any size desired and much 
air space his pocketbook can afford. other 
words, possible enlarge contract your 
room, with trouble speak of, merely slid- 
ing these screen-like walls. 


Likewise the number trained nurses de- 
tailed for patients regulated the price paid 
—the more ministering their caprices wants 
the more money must handed over. These 
nurses are all women, the dainty, petite feminine 
Japan. They make excellent attendants upon 
the sick and exhibit aptitude not excelled 
their Western sisters. They are exceedingly 
quiet and neat, smiling often, but speaking only 
when necessary, with certain amount astute- 
ness that fascinating and soothing. they 
silently trot about the white gowns and caps 
European pattern (having discarded the 
mono and bare legs), but for the characteristic

2,000 scholars, became quite burdensome and pro- 
tracted labor. now advise that each teacher examine 
the pupils her his own room, and there are 
rarely more than fifty children room,.the extra 
work imposed certainly quite inconsiderable and 
can easily performed either keeping few chil- 
dren after school each day for week, or, what 
much better, having regular half day set aside each 
fall, the school superintendent, devoted 
the tests. this way can seen that the tests 
can easily finished week day, according 
the method adopted, for from three five minutes 
pupil all the time that required, and thus 
systematizing and subdividing the work amongst the 
room teachers, all the pupils city can exam- 
ined the time specified. have suggested that

maintain their grades, may suddenly transformed 
glasses, other eye ear treatment, from 
thickest density into intellectual brightness, thus re- 
lieving the teacher least one burden that sends 
her home night condition physical and 
nervous exhaustion. confident that the eye, 
ear, nose throat defects any room any 
school could eliminated, the work the teacher 
would enormously lightened, and, this true, 
they should willing from purely selfish reasons 
alone, say nothing the benefits acquired 
the pupils, cheerfully and gladly see that these 
tests are annually executed. 


Some critics fail commend the results the 
tests because many parents disregard the school 
warning. This criticism seems rather puerile, and 
equivalent refusing $100,000 legacy because 
000,000 was not left the beneficiary. Undoubtedly 
many parents through ignorance, impecuniosity. 
pride, neglect, etc., fail seek medical advice for 
their children after cards warning from the school 
authorities have been received, but the other hand 
large majority the parents warned unquestion- 
ably they are advised, and profit thereby. 
has also been observed that most the parents 
who primarily ignore the warning, from seeing the 
beneficial results upon their neighbors’ children, 
from the awakening latent parental responsibility. 
from some other cause, eventually seek medical 
advice and become stout advocates the plan. 
any event, even only small minority defective 
children are benefited the tests, they are certainly 
worth while, and the tests should not abandoned 
because all parents are not ready receive them. 
Some observers regard the tests lightly because they 
are frequently abandoned after having been used for 
one two seasons. This most unjust 
does not any way argue against the usefulness the 
plan, but does emphatically argue favor the inex- 
cusable neglect and laxity the school authorities. 
There can doubt the enormous utility the 
tests when properly and persistently applied, and yet 
but human nature shirk all possible work, and 
most teachers are already overworked, unless the 
school authorities annually urge, demand, the exe- 
cution these tests, they may fall into general dis- 
use and eventual abandonment. wish, then, 
earnestly plead with those authority not leave 
this matter the option individual teachers, but 
require that the tests become regular part the 
school curriculum, and that they annually per- 
formed the commencement each fall term. Many 
teachers object the tests account the elab- 
orate records and statistics suggested required 
some cities where the plan has been adopted. When 
first proposed the tests advocated rather elaborate 
statistical records, kept the school teachers. 
Experience has, however, considerably dampened 
ardor this direction, and now recommend the 
very simplest records, none all. multiplicity 
records can scarcely aid deductions which 
are already trite, and from the examination thou- 
sands teachers’ reports can hardly recommend 
them very valuable from medical standpoint. 
mind they represent more useless work than 
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actual value, and while some records should possibly 
retained, would advocate that they the most 
elementary character, perhaps giving the 
name the pupil, and whether card warning 
was given, and whether was for eye, ear, nose 
throat defect. This brief report could handed 
the school principal, and then the school su- 
perintendendent, and would simply show that the 
tests had been made, which really about all that 
necessary. wish emphatically urge that the 
less elaborate the tests can made every way the 
more surely will they performed and that there 
surer method defeating the end view than 
elaborating and embellishing what should 
simple and uncomplicated affair. 

Some observers have raised the objection that until 
the tests can legally enforced act legislature, 
useless advocate their adoption school and 
health authorities, they will not performed 
except under compulsion.

Some critics have objected the tests account 
their expense. the first place even the ex- 
pense was multiplied many times its actual amount, 
this objection should shame the objector when the 
enormous possibility for good, resident the tests, 
considered. Besides this, the expense small 
that should not for one moment considered, as, 
even for large city containing 5,000 schoolrooms, 
the expense need not exceed $100 year after the 
first year.

have been work this movement ever since 
1895, endeavoring perfect and simplify the plan, 
and secure its adoption various cities and states. 
Over 10,000 mailed communications various kinds, 
including letters, circulars, etc., have passed out 
office during that time.

sociation have also passed them, and believe that 
practically all the other states will likewise, 
their annual meetings occur.

with teachers’ instructions attached. 

result these communications and inquiries, 
found that while the tests were being quite gener- 
ally used from one end the country the other, 
they were being systematically used only Connecti- 
cut (under State law), New York (under the State 
Board Health), Illinois, where had year 
ago secured their adoption the State Board 
Health; Montana, Indiana and Minnesota. Shortly 
after communications had been distributed, how- 
ever, the State Board Education Texas passed 
the resolution and placed the tests operation 
that State.

The distance between the child and 
the chart always constitutes the numerator the 
fraction, while the smallest line which the child reads 
constitutes the denominator. even the largest 
number, marked 200, cannot seen twenty feet, 
the vision may expressed ascertaining the dis- 
tance which fingers can counted. sometimes 
happens cannot seen and that vision 
total blindness. The reason for testing vision 
twenty feet simply because this usually 
venient distance, used the world over for this pur- 
pose; well, therefore, adopt the customs 
already vogue. 

Below the testing letters the chart will found 
the teachers’ instructions how the tests are 
made, this portion the chart being separated 
from the Snellen’s Test Types half broken line 
through which the teacher should separate the upper 
from the lower card, the former which should 
hung the wall when the tests are progress, and 
the latter retained her desk for guidance.

They not require anything 
the parent, who perfect liberty take notice 
the warning card not, sees fit.

Nevertheless, parents neglect the warning thus 
conveyed, the teacher should from time time en- 
deavor convince such parents the advisability 
medical counsel. Teachers are urged impress 
upon pupils and parents the necessity for consulting 
reputable physicians.

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GRAWITZ TUMOR KIDNEY.*

Kindly 
compare the ultimate conditions carci- 
noma the stomach, the mamma and 
thelioma the cheek. these three the most 
rapidly deleterious probably the carcinoma 
the stomach, not only because digestion largely 
impaired, but because the irritation the constant 
effect the normal and the pathologic gastric 
juices promotes more rapid growth the carci- 
noma, and what much greater importance, 
more rapid disintegration. have seen female 
patient, emaciated almost skeleton, who suf- 
fered from carcinoma the pylorus. Two 
years after gastroenterostomy had been made she 
was still alive and her weight had increased 
siderably. course, the increase weight was 
caused the better conditions nutrition due 
gastroenterostomy, but the same time the irrita- 
tion the pyloric carcinoma the gastric juices 
was neutralized least lessened.

Operations and Recovery. 


ECAUSE the very complicated character 
this case, nearly all the accessory cavities 
having been involved the same time, con- 

sider worth reporting you. 


The patient, Miss age 30, had been suffering 
from severe headaches, frontal and occipital, for 
years, which were often associated with vomit- 
ing and fever and regarded sick headaches. About 
five years ago one these attacks, the nose be- 
came slightly swollen and the right lower eyelid edem- 
atous, all which subsided the attack passed off. 
The attacks since that time have been more frequent 
all the way from every six months every six weeks, 
each attack lasting days two weeks. Some- 
times the upper lid the right eye also being edem- 
atous. This would subside after the attack, but the 
nose, especially the end, remained enlarged and red- 
dened. one two recent attacks the skin the 
right side the face and nose and eyelids became 
greatly swollen and glazed, the skin peeling off 
after erysipelas. Between these severe attacks 
she was never free from pain, being greatest 
the occiput, and there was also constant sensation 
pressure across the nasal bones and over the 
frontal sinuses, times over the whole face; for 
months past there has been afternoon tem- 
perature, times 101. 

much for the conditions that were present, ex- 
ternally and subjectively, all which would have 
suggested once the rhinologist that ac- 
cessory sinus was the bottom and would 
have proceeded explore the nasal chambers ac- 
cordingly. this case will interesting note 
what was not present. There was mouth breath- 
ing, the naso-pharynx and nasal chambers were per- 
fectly free. There was discharge history 
discharge, either posteriorly. There 
were polypi, polypoid degeneration any por- 
tion the mucus membrane the nose proper; 
the inferior turbinates both sides were normal, 
the middle turbinate the left side slightly hyper- 
trophied and that the right side (where had 
the most trouble) was considerably hypertrophied 
and edematous. Trans-illumination gave both antra 
and both frontal sinuses uniformly dark, that its 
information was negative. were left with but one 
definite localizing sign, that was the edema the 
eyelids and internal canthus the right eye, which 
was strongly suggestive that the ethmoid cells were 
involved. 

Proceeding upon this conclusion, the right middle 
turbinate was removed completely and the anterior 
wall the ethmoid cells broken down, with consid- 
erable relief the pain, but otherwise change 
except show that pus was coming from the in- 
fundibulum and probably from the maxillary ostium; 
only drop two appeared the field, how-

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ever, exploratory opening was made through the 
canine fossa both antra with the result that 
drachm creamy pus flowed from each one. From 
the right antrum took this large quantity gran- 
ulation tissue and polypi, probably one-half ounce, and 
from the right frontal sinus, which was opened 
front, the infundibulum freely enlarged into the nose, 
took this large serous cyst addition quite 
quantity small polypi and granulations. Through 
the right frontal sinus opened the posterior ethmoid 
cells more freely than had been done through the 
nose, removing several polypi, which did not save. 
There was small quantity pus from both the 
frontal sinus and the cells. All the symptoms sub- 
sided few weeks except the pain the occiput, 
and some edema remained the internal canthus. 
spite the very thorough curettment these 
sinuses, the pus discharge continued very profuse— 
two hours after irrigation the right antrum found 
again filled with pus—but when the frontal sinuses 
and antrum were irrigated the latter did not refill 
for hours. Here was indication once 
that the frontal sinus communicated with the an- 
trum. There was but one source for the pus and that 
was the left frontal sinus, which then opened, find- 
ing quite quantity small polypi and granulations 
and small quantity pus the infundibulum. The 
infundibulum was enlarged into the nose. this 
operation, which was two months after the first, 
re-curetted both antra and the other sinus and pos- 
terior ethmoid cells, the granulating areas which 
were infected the pus running over them. From 
this time the sinuses operated went 
plete recovery. All the symptoms subsided except, 
after the first operation, the occipital headache, 
which still persisted. then regarded the 
antrum and anterior ethmoid cells not already 
reached probably also involved, and accordingly 
laid open freely the anterior walls and broke 
down the floor with curette. This was done 
under cocaine, and was followed entire 
relief from occipital pain and the sensation pres- 
sure, very few days. The patient has made 
practically complete recovery, free from all head- 
ache and fever, has gained flesh and general health, 
the nose has become normal size and color, etc. 
Before the eyelids became prominently affected, the 
headaches were considered due condition 
the stomach requiring lavage, which treatment was 
out months. This not being ef- 
fective, the pelvis was held responsible, the uterus 
curetted and ovariotomy done. have reason 
believe but that both these conditions were pres- 
ent and the treatment indicated, but the symptoms 
for which both were done were the severe and con- 
tinuous headaches. 


This case reported, not because the condi- 
tion unusual, but the contrary that 
rather common. About the only very uncommon 
feature about the case the near- 
all the sinuses the one patient. This case 
simply serves prove the rule chronic sup- 
purative disease the accessory sinuses, viz.: 
that they are usually filled with polypi, granula- 
tions, connective tissue bands, and lined 
pyogenic membrane which can treated effect- 
ively only methods operation that will en- 
able one explore every wall the sinus 
operated upon. 


Take, for example, the management chronic 
empyema the maxillary antrum. Our diagnosis 
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must exclude the possibility other sinuses 
draining into it, then, unless some tooth dis- 
tinctly the cause the trouble, the operation 
should consist making large opening through 
the canine fossa and enlarging the normal nasal 


ostium this enables one with head mir- 
ror and ear speculum every wall 
the antrum carefully and accurately; the No. 
laryngeal mirror can used explore the an- 


terior wall. This, mind, the only ac- 
curate and satisfactory method operation 
such cases; because not followed, and the 
cure attempted through opening the al- 
veolus, believe explains the many failures, and 
years unsatisfactory treatment antral dis- 
ease. There are two three matters 
the after-treatment these cases that think 
are importance. have not found the indefinite 
injection solutions silver salts the 
slightest value. best results have been 
using per cent. carbolic per cent. boracic 
acid solution irrigant, for its anesthetic and 
cleansant effect—-it very grateful the patient. 
The most effective application nitrate silver 
one drachm the ounce applied thoroughly into 
every recess the antrum, then irrigated with 
per cent. salt solution twice daily. This application 
made every third fourth day until the pus 
secretion ceases. pack the antrum 
daily for the first week ,then insert silver plug: 
this not dispensed with until the antrum re- 
mains perfectly dry for ten days. The same gen- 
eral considerations apply the frontal 
instead silver plugs use curved and fenes- 
trated silver drainage tube. removed daily 
for irrigation and cleansing until the sinus 
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completely filled with granulation tissue and ob- 
literated, when can removed. If, however, 
extensive degeneration the lining membrane 
has taken place, the external wound can closed 


once and simple irrigation carried 
through the nasal openings. Treatment 


the empyema the ethmoid cells 
sphenoidal antrum simply requires the thorough 
removal the anterior and inferior walls, which 
readily done, the middle turbinate com- 
pletely removed. this case there was nothing 
indicate that the sphenoidal antrum was in- 
volved except the persistence the occipital pain 
and subjective odor the patient, the latter 
having become apparent since opening the eth- 
moid cells. 


The Ogston-Luc operation the frontal sinus 
the one made this case, and the one prefer, 
since think affords one better opportunity 
for exploring both sinuses. There are variety 
methods operating, that Czerny, Jansen, 
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Kuhnt and others, but the Ogston-Luc probably 
meets the indications most chronic cases. There 
are several points that are very interesting this 
case. First: The number 
volved and the long duration the trouble. 
Second: The absence discharge into the nasal 
cavities. Third: The absence polypi within 
the nasal cavities. Fourth: The communication 
one sinus with another, that the right frontal 
sinus discharged into the antrum, and rather 
the opinion that the posterior ethmoid cells 
did also. 

There are variety forms accessory sinus 
disease, and think Bosworth’s classification cov- 
ers best the cases one meets clinically. di- 
vides them into five groups: 

Where there myxomatous degeneration 
without suppuration. this class cases there 
are polyps, properly speaking, but swelling 
the mucus membrane the middle tur- 
binated, which soft and has the characteristic 
color myxomatous tissue. Such condition 
generally prelude polyps. 

degeneration, 
with intracellular suppuration. This form suc- 
ceeds the last mentioned. Besides the transfor- 
mation mucus membrane, there discharge 
pus from the ethmoidal cells. 

Purulent ethmoiditis with nasal polyps. 

Intracellular polpys without suppuration. 
example this type, the author found mid- 
dle turbinated enlarged double its usual size. 
Removal the bony layer ethmoid revealed 
the presence gelatinous polypus. 

Intracellular polypi complicated with sup- 
puration. This seemed represent more ad- 
vanced state the last mentioned. 

case would seem well covered the 
fourth group just passing over into the fifth. 
That is, there had been myxomatous degeneration 
the lining membrane all these sinuses with 
intracellular formation polypi for several years, 
without suppuration, only recently passing over 
into necrosis tissue and the production pus, 
which had not yet become profuse enough dis- 
charge.

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OBSERVATIONS THE PROSTATE 
GLAND ITS RELATION GONOR- 
RHEA.*

literature this subject contains many 
contradictory statements regards fre- 
quency, etiology, and pathological classifi- 

cation. Important points, especially the prog- 

nosis and treatment gonorrheal prostatic af- 
fections, are mooted and open discussion. 

Therefore appeared timely the writer re- 

view his own material and compare his deduc- 

tions and conclusions with those others ex- 
perienced this field. 

About ten years ago text-books uniformly dealt 
with two pathological processes the prostate 
sequels gonorrhea—the prostatic abscess and 
the spontaneous appearance prostatic juice 
the meatus prostatorrhea. 

Prostatitis, complication chronic gon- 
orrheal urethritis was then practically unknown. 
Its coincidence was first established Finger 
and Posner, who proved coexisting prostatitis 
diagnosticable palpation the gland per 
rectum and microscopic examination its ex- 
pressed juice. these means the infection the 
female genital apparatus cases apparent- 
cured chronic gororrhea could traced the 
secretion the diseased prostate pressed out 
the moment ejaculation. The anatomic basis 
for Posner’s investigations was furnished Fin- 
ger, who number cadavers men, 
which ante mortem chronic urethritis was ob- 
served, found the prostate gland the seat 
periglandular well endoglandular infil- 
trations. Particularly important was the fact that 
large percentage cases examined ob- 
struction the ejaculatory ducts invasion 
round-cells was found proof retained 
inflammatory and infectious material that any 
provocation, especially cohabitation, could 
thrown the surface. 


the majority instances unfortunately 
impossible ascertain the onset gonor- 
rheal prostatitis, characteristic pathagno- 
monic symptom pointing the invasion the 
prostate. The diagnosis coexisting prostati- 
tis gonorrheal urethritis cannot made 
through clinical observations, but must es- 
tablished palpation the prostate and macro- 
and microscopic examination 
Again and again one will confronted with 
cases where symptoms, very vague symp- 
toms, difficult their interpretation connec- 
tion with any particular organ the genito-urin- 
ary tract, are present, and where the palpatory 
evidence the gland and careful examination 
the juice will demonstrate pathological material 
appalling gravity. 


Read before the San Francisco County Medical 
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Statements various authors differ materially 
regards the frequency prostatitis gonor- 
rhea. Some regard every gonorrhea invading the 
posterior urethra coinciding with involvement 
the gland. this connection Frank’s and 
Bierhoft’s reports deserve mention. The for- 
mer found 210 and the latter 151 
cases posterior urethritis, the prostate in- 
volved 100 per cent, while Colombini 
and Goldberg only found between and per 
cent their material. cases have not 
because many cases with profuse urethral dis- 
charge was impossible obtain prostatic fluid 
that was not mixed with secretion from the ure- 
thra, and also because included many chronic 
and tenacious cases posterior gonorrhea where 
inflammatory conditions the deeper appendages 
the urethra may have existed previous 
observation. am, though, justified stating 
that least per cent cases involve- 
ment the prostate was diagnosticable. only 
small number patients feeling full- 
ness the prostatic region was complained of, 
while other subjective symptoms (tenesmus, fre- 
quent painful micturation, spasmodic pains the 
end urination appearance blood pus 
the end micturation) seemed depend upon 
the condition the urethra and the intensity 
the inflammatory process the prostate, either 
its totality some part it. all these 
symptoms the majority cases were absent, 
the diagnosis was only made possible palpation 
and examination prostatic fluid. 

Palpation revealed varying results the 
form, size and consistency the gland. The 
prostate found large, medium small 
size. are still lacking trustworthy method 
that enables exactly measure the gland. 
The gland may either hard soft and the 
difference consistency may extend over the 
whole organ, only limited portion. Between 
the hard knots one often feels soft doughy 
rarely palpation the gland painful the 
patient. Repeatedly the gland appeared fairly 
normal upon palpation, while the macro- and mi- 
croscopical examination the expressed juice 
prove the evidence diseased foci. Rarely 
only gland that appeared involved upon pal- 
pation did not reveal further pathological ma- 
terial through examination 
those cases, rule, little secretion was 
obtainable, because either remained the pos- 
terior urethra, between the two sphincters, 
was found afterward the bladder. For these 
cases the method that published ten years ago 
ptoved diagnostically valuable: Let the patient 
urinate first glasses, keeping portion 
urine his bladder. rule these first two 
portions appear almost void shreds, pus, 
etc. Then the prostate pressed out and imme- 
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diately afterward the last portion urine 
voided, which will found cloudy and turbid, 
containing abundant material infectious 
character. must, though, not forgotten that 
after ejaculations, pollutions, where through 
periglandular infiltration obstruction within 
outside the ducts present, very scanty 
prostatic secretion obtainable. the secretion 
such cases merely furnished healthy 
acini, pathological data, macro- microscop- 
ically, will ascertained. These are rare excep- 
tions and upon further observation will soon 
diagnostically cleared up. 

The macroscopic features the expressed fluid 
are differently described various authors. 
agree with Goldberg, who points out most char- 
acteristic the diseased fluid its not being homo- 
genous its aspect. not see when drop 
after upon the object-cover equally 
fine emulsion, but rather conglomeration un- 
equal corpuscular elements different consist- 
ency. other words, while the normal gland 
secretes milk-like secretion, the diseased one 
furnishes fluid similar that turbid, floccu- 
lar water. 

erroneous assume that gland ap- 
parently normal upon palpation will always se- 
crete fairly normal macroscopical fluid, because 
not rarely from such apparently healthy glands 
abundant milk-like gelatinous secretion ex- 
pressed, that microscopically shows all evidences 
infectious .material. 


Microscopically the most important findings 
are given the appearance pus cells abun- 
dance. The presence clumps round cells 
particularly noteworthy and justly considered 
the most important evidence existing pros- 
tatic involvement. Spencer and myself found 
some round cells normal prostates individu- 
als with gonorrheal history, one case even 
blood corpuscles and pus cells more numerous 
than usual young man with normal prostate 
expressed the morning after venereal excess, but 
never found these characteristic clumps pus 
cells that are pathognostic for existing prostat- 
itis. Increase epithelial cells considered 
some authors pathological symptom. have 
found this missing quite number 
slides. Absence decrease fat globules 
certainly experience diagnostic value. 
Since the healthy gland fat always found 
abundance, its absence decrease must neces- 
sarily interpreted pathological phenome- 
non. Gonococci are not easily demonstrated 
prostatic fluid. The first six months after the 
onset the infection they may found, and 
even this period one has search several 
slides before solitary few pairs unmis- 
takable gonococci—with the aid Gram’s meth- 
od—are recognized. Later they are very rarely 
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seen. agree with Goldberg, who claims 
that gonococci the prostate perish after 
certain period. Whoever has devoted time and 
pains staining specimens prostatic fluid will 
admit that never.saw the abundance in- 
tracellular specific diplococci noticeable ure- 
thral secretion. Often the form and staining 
quality are such that correct 
dagnosis, say the least, doubtful. 

The statement many authors that autore- 
infection quite generally occurs from hidden foci 
the prostate can only accepted for those 
rare cases where coexisting urethritis can ex- 
cluded, which reality was present the majori- 
observations. cases, for instance, 
where anamnestically repeated gonorrheal infec- 
tions could ascertained, seems doubtful 
whether reinfection was due old foci 
fresh involvement the prostate. 
Wherever recurrent urethral catarrhs with 
gonococci are rapidly cured prostatic mas- 
sage with consecutive irrigations the whole 
urethral canal without catheter, must as- 
sume the infectious material deposited 
the more superficial parts the prostatic 
ducts. Every experienced urologist knows that 
whenever the glandular tissue the prostate 
once invaded infectious material, successful 
treatment very tedious and cure matter 
grave doubt. time the gonococci will disap- 
pear, but the other microscopic findings patho- 
logic note remain stationary, especially clumps 
nests round cells will appear slides taken 
from patients who have been treated for years. 
Further observations taught that these pros- 
tates cease infectious time. therefore 
don’t share Finger’s radical view, who refuses 
permission marry his patients who, after 
chronic posterior urethritis, not show normal 
prostatic juice microscopical examination, e., 
pus cells nor gonococci. If, after repeated ex- 
aminations, not find gonocoeci, not 
object matrimony, even the slides show 
abundant round cells; results prove pro- 
cedure correct. 

Neurasthenia often sequel gonorrheal 
prostatitis; fact not sufficiently appreciated 
its far reaching consequences the general prac- 
titioner. conservative estimate proves about 
per cent per cent all cases future 
neurasthenics.

sounds and later with Kollmann’s dilators with 
rubber coat. The whole urethra afterwards 
either irrigated circumscribed infiltrated 
areas the posterior urethra instillations ni- 
trate silver are made, one-half per cent. 
Lately have used for most obstinate cases Koil- 
mann’s irrigation dilators and more satisfied 
with results. spite what claimed for 
the efficacy new silver salts have had the 
best success with nitrate silver.

Artzberger’s instrument; for chronic forms with 
nervous manifestations the double-channeled in- 
strument should that permits the applica- 
tion hot and cold water and its repeated change 
the same sitting. Suppositories containing 
potash) drug are generally quickly absorbed 
the rectum and experience without value; 
medicated clysmas for the same purpose are not 
borne well the patient, but deserve tried 
tenacious cases. 

For local application electricity, use 
electrode indicated Vertuhn, which repre- 
sents slight modification ordinary button 
electrode. The other padded electrode placed 
upon the perineum. generally apply mild far- 
adization and never longer than two five 
minutes.

There are many causes 
operating bring about urinary disturbance, but 
this paper consider but one, that ob- 
struction, and this question itself restricted 
very narrow limits. Obstruction may exist 
point within the urethra, may situated 
within the bladder the internal meatus. The 
accompanying diagram gives the more common 
forms:

This classification, while means complete, 
serves working basis for clinical purposes, 
and most cases can assigned one the other 
heading. was the working scheme adopted 
the writer investigating appropriate cases, and 
for time was fairly satisfactory.

number vears ago adopted the method 
perineal drainage dealing with stricture 
within the bulbous urethra, and thus had rather 
frequent opportunity make digital exploration 
the deep urethra. number instances 
was noted that the finger met with decided re- 
sistance its advance toward the bladder, and 
this, too, when the prostate was normal size. 
There appeared contracture the urethra 
the bladder neck, sometimes well defined, 
sometimes not pronounced. experience in- 
creased became certain that this contracture was 
positive entity and not the delusion un- 
educated finger, and little further observation 
led the conclusion that had now found 
the anatomical cause for the irregular urinary 
symptoms some patients. Occasionally 
articles would appear the journals indicating 
that other surgeons were meeting similar condi- 
tions. Eugene Fuller New York reported 
number cases and referred investigations 
and reports French surgeons generation 
ago. His report was followed others, until 
now this unclassified group becoming well 
recognized. far know, this subject 
the present time has not been discussed this 
society. 

better name for the condition has been sug- 
gested than that “Contracture the vesical 
neck,” which was the designation adopted the 
early French writers. The histological changes 
have not been fully worked out, since few op- 
portunities for post mortem investigation are pre- 
organic elements about the bladder neck which, 
under some circumstances, may added muscu- 
lar spasm. Chetwood recent article speaks 
fibroid infiltration the glandular and 
muscular tissues surrounding the bladder neck, 
while Fuller characterizes chronic contrac- 
ture the prostatic fibers encircling the vesical 
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orifice, permanent, rigid and unrelaxable under 
anesthetic. 

Cause. The cause seems chronic conges- 
tion the prostate. Inasmuch congestion may 
brought about many ways, follows that 
this condition fibroid contraction may found 
individuals with widely differing histories. 
one there may history overindulgence 
sexual pleasures either natural unnatural, while 
another the sexual passion has been rigidly 
controlled possible. One patient will give 
history alcoholic indulgence and another 
abstinence, but all there will found some 
cause operating produce chronic prostatic con- 
gestion. 

Symptoms. experience the prominent 
symptom frequency urination, both diurnal 
and nocturnal, and with this usually associated 
pain slight severe. The pain terminal 
character and the stream interrupted, which 
sometimes occurs, the symptom complex vesi- 
cal calculus closely simulated. the fre- 
quency urination great, congestion the 
bladder results and perhaps infection may follow, 
which event the symptoms cystitis will 
present. 

Treatment. The treatment both general and 
local. Sexual hygiene must enforced, the urine 
must rendered and maintained 
and measures must adopted relieve the 
prostatic congestion and hyperesthesia. Hepatic 
stimulants may needed, the bowels must 
regulated when necessary. Rectal douches and 
massage the prostate are useful, and instilla- 
tion nitrate silver other solutions into the 
prostatic urethra may tried. When the con- 
dition well advanced, operative measures must 
resorted to. Overstretching the prostatic 
urethra means appropriate dilators can 
tried, but gives only temporary relief. Division 
the contraction, radical and thorough, un- 
doubtedly best. the present time have 
used the knife making this division, but since 
reading the article Chetwood dealing with this 
subject, the opinion that the best results 
will obtained dividing the offending fibers 
means modified Bottini instrument intro- 
duced through perineal opening. The follow- 
ing illustrative cases are reported: 

Mr. Age 40, single, occupation carpenter. De- 
nies venereal history. Was steady drinker, but not 
excess. Perfectly well until September, 1901, when 
became much overheated while trying extin- 
guish fire. Was suddenly seized with pains back 
and after few days urinary disturbance came on. 
Desire urinate was very frequent and the act was 
attended with considerable pain. first there was 
trouble starting the stream, but later would 
sometimes start with difficulty and the stream was 
interrupted. had never passed stone gravel, 
but occasionally some blood would show the urine. 


His bladder was irrigated for time with some relief, 
but after few weeks the symptoms regained their 
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former intensity. consulted November, 
1902. that time was considerably emaciated, 
his general appearance being that man great 
suffering. was urinating every few minutes and 
each act suffered severe pain, which was referred 
the under surface the glans penis. The stream 
was interrupted. His suffering was pronounced 
that had been taking large doses morphin 
effort obtain relief. the examination his 
urethra was exquisitely sensitive and general an- 
esthetic had employed. Normal caliber 
urethra was meatus which entered 
vesical neck. Number steel sound, was passed 
into the bladder with some difficulty. vesical 
calculus could felt with the stone searcher, but 
upon introducing the instrument the sensation 
prostatic stone was imparted the hand. The pros- 
tate was not enlarged. Urine contained much pus, 
some blood and albumen. kidney elements could 
found. Diagnosis: Probable prostatic calculus. 
Operation advised. 

The usual perineal incision was made and the pros- 
tate carefully explored. calculus could felt nor 
any deposit salts within the canal. bladder 
stone. The prostatic urethra immediately adjoining 
the bladder, other words, the vesical neck, was 
found narrowed the size Number With 
bistury this was incised the floor the canal 
until obstruction remained. The bladder was 
washed out and perineal drainage established through 
large rubber tube. The presence the tube caused 
much distress that had removed the end 
twenty-four hours. All pain then ceased and the 
patient progressed uneventful recovery. Steel 
sounds were introduced intervals until the man 
returned his home about the middle December. 
His frequent had ceased and the pain 
had disappeared. heard from him several months 
later and was then well. 

M., single, age 39. Denies venereal history. 
Perfectly well until November, 1901. Then noticed 
frequent desire urinate accompanied with pain. 
The onset was sudden. Soon the stream was dimin- 
ished size and force and there was hesitation 
starting. began the use the catheter during 
the winter and irrigated the bladder, but without 
lief. The introduction steel sounds was tried with 
negative results. had never passed blood 
gravel. continued much the same condition un- 
til July, 1902, when consulted me. that time 
was urinating every hour and the act was accom- 
plished only after much Normal caliber 
meatus 30; (entered the prostatic urethra, but there 
was stopped). Number passed into the bladder. 
soft rubber catheter could not introduced, but 
with silver catheter about twelve ounces urine 
was withdrawn. The prostate per rectum was 
smooth, not enlarged, not sensitive. Seminal vesicles 
were perhaps slightly thickened. Examination 
the urine showed much pus, slight albumen, few 
blood cells, casts other kidney elements. Cys- 
toscopic examination was not made this time. 
Diagnosis: Intravesical growth occluding the ure- 
thral orifice. Operation was recommended. 

The usual median perineal incision was made into 
the membranous urethra. Exploration the prostate 
revealed marked and rigid contraction the blad- 
der neck, which was relieved liberal incision. 
stone vesical tumor was present. Perineal drain- 
age was established and the usual after treatment 
perineal cases was followed. The wound healed 
slowly. small fistula remaining for several months, 
but this eventually closed. The frequency urina- 
tion was much diminished, the patient having 
arise once night, and the pain was entirely re- 
lieved. peculiarity this case was the condition 
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the musculature the bladder. Almost complete 
paresis had followed the repeated overdistensions 
and spite the fact that the obstruction had been 
removed, the use catheter was necessary 
empty the bladder. The bladder has gradually re- 
gained power until the present time the larger 
portion the urine can passed voluntarily. When 
necessary use it, the rubber catheter can intro- 
duced without difficulty. 

January, 1902. J., age 45, single. Denies vener- 
eal history. Eight years ago began having frequent 
and painful urination, which has continued the 
present time. Cause unknown. Arises once twice 
night. Chief symptom burning, heavy pain, 
the patient describes it, great distress about 
the neck the bladder. The pain radiates the 
rectum and sometimes felt about the thighs. Not 
fully relieved urination. The pain, while not con- 
stant, present the greater part the time. 
has been subjected various forms 
injections, sounds, bladder washing, etc. When 
the trouble. The urethra seemed normal size and 
the endoscope showed nothing abnormal. The blad- 
der examinations were negative. The prostate was 
smooth, not enlarged and not unduly sensitive. Urine 
normal action, albumen, sugar, kidney 
elements. Diagnosis: “Neuralgia prostate and hy- 
pochondria”. was treated for several months 
without benefit and finally last resort drainage 
the bladder was proposed, which the 
consented, rather surprise. median perineal 
incision was made into the membranous urethra. 
decided contracting band was found the prostatic 
urethra, which was overstretched means wide- 
bladed forceps. careful exploration the bladder 
showed this viscus Perineal drainage was 
maintained for few days, and then the wound was 
permitted heal. All distressing urinary symptoms 
disappeared and the patient felt that was well. 
However, after few months the old pain began 
return and soon was almost distressing before 
the operation. This return attribute the fact 
that did not completely divide the obstruction the 
time the operation. 


GASTRIC ULCER.* 


presenting this subject for your consideration 
tonight, not with the hope promulgating 

but rather with the thought that gastric ulcer 
much more frequent than recognized, and there- 
fore probably more often overlooked than any 
other affection. 

find excerpt from article this sub- 
ject presented the American Medical Associa- 
tion the following statement: “Five per cent. 
all hospital cases suffer from this disease. 
ordinary life gastric ulcer may not 
but there doubt that many apparently healthy 
persons sufferers from obscure stomach symp- 
toms are really carrying around latent gastric 
ulcer.” 

this statement true will certainly not 
amiss for spend this evening the con- 
sideration and discussion important sub- 
ject. That gastric ulcer one those diseases 
which have been well thrashed over medicine,

find the following article stomach 
surgery, read before the American Medical Asso- 
ciation: have learned that the fears and 
apprehensions excessive danger that long 
detained our surgical endeavors the upper half 
the abdomen were greatly exaggerated, and 
that the surgery this part the peritoneal 
cavity not attended unusual risks 
choose opportune time for operating, while the 
morbid process yet circumscribed and before 
the recuperative and reparative powers the pa- 
tient are exhausted. Indeed, has been shown 
that the stomach will bear almost any kind 
surgery with comparative safety the patient, 
the operator clean, the patient good 
condition, and the small intestines are not un- 
necessarily exposed subjected trauma.” 

Etiology: The etiology most cases gastric 
ulcer obscure. Usually there more than one 
causative factor. Some predisposing conditions 
are: Disturbances the vascular supply the 
stomach, injury wall stomach, deterioration 
the general health, diminished alkalinity the 
blood, and long pre-existing hyperchlorhydria. 

Only one thing etiology thoroughly agreed 
upon—that anemic conditions, especially 
chlorosis, form the basic predisposition the af- 
fection. 

Diagnosis: The diagnosis typical case 
usually not matter difficulty. The localized 
pain, made more manifest pressure, accom- 
panying emaciation and usually 
anemia, makes ulcer probable, even where 
hemorrhage from stomach through bowels 
manifest. carcinoma can excluded, either 
hematemesis through bowels, 
from stomach, both, with the characteristic lo- 
calized pain, leaves little doubt ulcer. Some 
authorities believe that the tender point the 
back the utmost importance the diagnosis 
gastric ulcer, and that frequently found 
that affection. the differential diagnosis 
gastric ulcer from cancer, the presence free 
hydrochloric acid where tumor can discov- 
ered, speaks for ulcer, while the failure find 
free hydrochloric acid against the diagnosis 
ulcer. 

Treatment: The main object your treat- 
ment is, course, heal the ulcerated 
surface. This accomplished giving 
the stomach absolute rest 
ble, and this way lessen the motor 
and secretory functions; but the same time 
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you must maintain the bodily nutrition. Heal- 
ing favored additionally neutralization 
the gastric secretion with appropriate antacids and 
the employment remedies exerting sooth- 
ing action the ulcerated surface and upon the 
hypersensitive mucous membrane. 

absolute milk diet has been the treatment 
advocated these cases for years past; but 
believe this day can improve this. The 
first and most important thing recommended 
send your patient bed for period from ten 
days three four weeks, according the indi- 
cations present then all food the mouth inter- 
dicted. Fluids, except sufficient water for the ad- 
ministration the medicines taken, should 
withheld. 

The best the remedies advised are: 
subait., bismuth sub-gallate, argentum nitrate, 
olive oil, albuminate iron, nutrient enema 
and stomach lavage with some bland non-toxic 
antiseptic fluid. Lavage, however, should used 
with great caution, especially where hematemesis 
manifest. 

The treatment indicated above that recom- 
mended the different authorities. 
ment, the main, has been follows: put 
patient bed once from one four 
more weeks, according indications. Stop 
everything mouth except medicine and water 
needed, any, administer. For medicine 
now rely mainly emulsion petroleum with the 
hypophosphites. thirst prominent, small pel- 
lets ice the mouth, but control principally 
with warm saline water enemas. Then feed your 
patient with nutrient colon enema. For this you 
can use somatose, egg, beef jelly combination, 
peptonized milk-gruel. But this nutriment must 
ready for immediate assimilation. You must 
add papain caroid digest the egg and use 
diastase digest the gruel not peptonized. 
The enema better tolerated the colon than 
rectum, and absorption more rapid there. 
iron indicated you can add the albuminate 
doses your enema. These nutrient 
enemas should given every six eight hours, 
and preferable least twice daily precede 
them hour with warm saline water enema. 

After your patient has become well enough 
begin some nourishment stomach, have found 
well bear mind the rules laid down 
Hare his Practical 

(1) “We must avoid all food that can eithe: 
mechanically chemically irritate the surface 
the ulcer. 

(2) “Avoid the use food that calculated 
stimulate the acid secretions the stomach. 

(3) “Avoid distending the stomach with much 
food time, for maintaining the stomach 
contracted state, its mucous membrane 
thrown into folds, that the margins the 
ulcer are relaxed, and its extent diminished— 
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conditions favorable the filling and healing 
the ulcer. 

(4) “Any excitement the muscular move- 
ments the stomach should be, far possible, 
prevented.” 

have found malted milk excellent 
food this stage. Peptonized milk and pepton- 
ized milk-gruel are also useful for change. 
your patient gains you can vary and add 
this dietetic treatment until full and 
ordinary diet. However, even this stage 
must borne mind that gastric ulcer patients 
rule are hyperchlorhydric and cannot follow 
the diet ordinary people—therefore, should 
warned not eat greasy highly seasoned food 
should have food cooked well-done, avoid condi- 
ments and masticate thoroughly and slowly. 

word the prophylaxis gastric ulcer 
certain conditions, combined with certain occupa- 
tions. find the following under 
Hints” the Clinics: “Attention 
has recently been called the fact that gastric 
ulcer develops with special frequency certain 
occupations, and that anemic individuals who fol- 
low these occupations should warned the 
special danger involved. Anemic cooks, for in- 
stance, should warned the danger tasting 
very hot food; anemic seamstresses warned not 
lean against their machines, especially when 
vibration, because there seems doubt that 
through thin abdominal walls anemic mucous 
membrane may, under these conditions, suffer 
from sort decubital ulcer. This also true 
for factory operatives. Shop-girls, bookkeepers 
and typewriters should warned not lean 
against counters and desks, for nearly the same 
reason.” 

only necessary naine the results long- 
continued ulcer, where hemorrhage perforation 
has not supervened cause fatal termination 
resort surgical interference, the treatment 
these sequella naturally surgical. The most 
common result pyloric obstruction, which fre- 
quently followed gastric dilatation and gastric 
stagnation.

PRIL 25, 1903, was called see Mrs. R., 
arrival found her labor; the pains 
were occurring regularly intervals 

about ten minutes. She gave history seven 
pregnancies full term without any complica- 
present pregnancy normal, except that she 
seemed larger than usual. White 
native California; age years; Albino. 
inspection abdomen seemed quite large and 
irregular contour. examination found uterus 
containing fetus the left side, and fluctuating 
considerable size occupying the 
right side and extending upwards into the 
right region. After making 
the examination, explained her husband 
and mother the condition affairs, but re- 
frained from mentioning her lest she should 
become unduly alarmed. account the posi- 
tion the tumor the labor progressed normally, 
and she was delivered nine-pound boy about 
The placenta came away about ten minutes 
after delivery, and the uterus contracted normally. 
The lying-in period was normal every particu- 
lar. told her about the tumor the tenth day, and 
suggested the advisability operation the 
termination the sixth week. first she con- 
sented, but later declined, thinking might dis- 
appear without operative interference. 

October 18th saw her again and found the 
abdomen much larger than should have been 
the termination pregnancy. The skin was 
stretched tight drum, the swelling extend- 
ing the ensiform cartilage, and she was per- 
fectly helpless. She complained great deal 
pain over the abdomen and crampy sensation 
the heart. She realized the seriousness her 
condition and readily consented the Cot- 
tage Hospital for the purpose operation. 

October 24th, with the assistance Drs. Blake, 
Spaulding and Stoddard, did laparotomy, re- 
moving about thirty-five pounds tumors. The 
first incision was about four inches long, the 
median line, extending from the umbilicus down- 
The abdominal and cyst walls were 
firmly bound together adhesions and thin 
that the knife passed imperceptibly through both, 
permitting the contents the latter 
contained about twenty-four pounds sub- 
stance which bore striking resemblance 
mixture brown bread and milk.

The Alameda County Medical Association met 
Tuesday evening, February 9th, Dr. Hamlin presiding. 
Dr. Rinehart read the first paper, which 
related the following very interesting and remakable 
history case hydatid cyst that had come 
under his notice: 

“Mrs. D., age 43, American birth, had lived 
Australia for ten years, during which time she had 
become interested blooded dogs and cats. From 
Australia she moved Chili, taking number her 
animals with her. 

“Her family and past history were negative; she 
had never been sick before the present illness 
gan. 1886 she noticed that lump was growing 
her right side just below the ribs, and began 
experience some pain that situation. Soon after 
noticing this she made trip Germany, where she 
consulted surgeon, who aspirated the growth and 
obtained about 500 cc. thin watery fluid. For 
fourteen years she was perfectly well. 1900, dur- 
ing convalescence from typhoid fever, she began 
experience pain the side, and the tumor again ap- 
peared. diagnosis gall stones was made and 
operation performed, but gall stones found. Drain- 
age was established for month before the wound 
was allowed close. Three months afterwards the 
tumor began form again, and the patient decided 
perform her own operation. Armed with lancet 
and cocaine solution, she made incision through 
the old scar and emptied the cyst. The wound healed 
few days. short time after this she started 
for San Francisco with her son, and while board 
ship the tumor again made its appearance and caused 
her considerable annoyance. She repeated the pre- 
vious process and liberated the fluid. 

“On August 1901, her son called about 
telling bring with knife and cocaine so- 
lution. reaching the house found her extreme 
pain. She briefly outlined her trouble and insisted 
that the cyst tapped once. This refused do, 
but gave her .03 grams morphia subcutaneously and 
persuaded her the hospital once. The am- 
bulance reached the house about four hours after- 
wards, but were too late. The effects the 
morphia had passed off, the pain returned, and the 
patient had boldly opened the tumor again. thin, 
watery fluid was slowly discharging from the wound. 

“Her technique was rather interesting indicating 
her knowledge asepsis, for she carefully scrubbed 
her hands and the site the operation and then ap- 
plied She sterilized her scalpel im- 
mersion alcohol and heat from flame. 


“On October again opened the cyst and 
sent sample the fluid obtained. 

“The physical examination the patient was nega- 
tive, with the exception the tumor the liver. 

“Examination the cystic fluid showed 
thin and watery, alkaline reaction, sp. gr. 1008, 
containing albumen and sugar. had 
power digesting albumen. hooklets were found 
the first specimen, but they were quite numer- 
ous the second.” 

During the discussion, Dr. Milton said that had 
seen two cases hydatids, both which were in, 
men who had lived some time Alaska and had been 
associated more less with dogs during that time. 

Dr. Stirling stated that this disease was rather com- 
mon India, and that she had seen about thirty 
while she was medical missionary that 
country.

Dr. Simon Baruch New York (by special invita- 
tion) read paper, “The Role Hydrotherapy 
Infectious Fevers.” 

The author took for his text the Hippocratic axiom. 
“Cold water warms; warm water cools.” called at- 
tention the fact that many today believe the re- 
verse true. 

traced the history hydrotherapy Russia 
and Germany, the popular fallacy still clinging it, 
until exposed Winternitz and Brand, who labored 
earnestly instil the idea that antipyresis was not 
the chief aim the cold bath. Germany the 
Brand bath has fallen into unmerited neglect because 
the technic laid down its originator has not 
been followed; and due the author’s efforts 
that has been rescued from similar fate this 
country. described tub bath 70° with 
continuous friction for fifteen minutes, administered 
every three four hours, when the patient awake, 
and the rectal temperature reached 103°. urged 
more attention the details technic the ad- 
ministration hydrotherapy, and thought that little 
progress would made until such terms cool 
water, cold water, warm water and hot water were 
abolished and exact temperatures stated their 
stead. The chief aim applying water below the 
temperature the skin infectious diseases was 
produce reaction which might inure the invigor- 
ating and refreshing the organism and thus en- 
hance its capacity resist the lethal toxins circu- 
lating the blood. dwelt upon the importance 
friction, which added mechanical the thermic 
excitation, enhancing the effect the latter and 
causing the arterioles contracted the cold dilate 
that the skin was ruddy, though cold. 
scribed his diagnostic bath follows: When pa- 
tient manifests temperature 101° over, rapid 
ablutions with cloths, dipped water 85°, are 
given every two hours with friction, over the trunk 
only. The temperature each ablution reduced 
two degrees until 60° are reached. After the patient 
dried patting with thin linen towel, wet 
compress placed over the entire abdomen, pre- 
pared wringing three folds old linen out 
water 60°. This snugly held flannel 
bandage inch wider than the compress, around 
the entire body, and secured safety pins. 
there persistent temperature 103° over, 
without local manifestations, his custom or- 
der the friction bath 90° for twelve minutes, 
administered the bathroom. the temperature 
rises 103° again within four hours, the bath 
repeated 85°; four hours later 80°, again 75°, 
always insisting upon active friction. one these 
baths reduces the rectal temperature more than two 
degrees pronounces the case not one typhoid 
fever. Based upon the fact that cold baths are not 
efficient antithermic agent infectious fevers, 
this diagnostic bath has been evolved. typhoid 
cases where the central nervous system was over- 
whelmed that could not respond thermic stimuli, 
advised the addition the Nauheim Salts the 
tub bath order arouse the cutaneous arterioles 
from their lethargy. pneumonia the author does 
not use the friction bath because the usual ac- 
companiment pleurisy, but uses instead compresses 
60° applied over the entire chest, changing them 
hourly long the rectal temperature above 
100°

Santa Clara County.

Upon the 
conclusion the reading, Dr. Frasse illustrated 


some his remarks introducing patient the 
society for inspection. 

“This cretin male, now few weeks past 
years age, and resides San Jose. History 
that his condition manifested itself soon after birth. 
There trace specific disease either parent 
and satisfied that such does not enter 
factor ‘this case. the time the subject’s 
birth the family was living the State Washing- 
ton, locality, his grandfather states, where 
the water was hard that had ‘cut’ before 
could used for domestic purposes. Several 
members the mother’s maternal ancestors are 
said have been born with superfluous fingers and 
toes, one maternal granduncle having had six fingers 
and six toes, but that there had never been pre- 
vious cretin nor case goiter the history the 
family. Her maternal grandmother’s father and 
mother were first cousins. 


“The height this patient the beginning 
treatment was inches; now 48% inches, show- 
ing increase stature inches. have had 
him under treatment for two and half years, and 
the course pursued has been the persistent use 
thyroid extract. The increase height his time 
life remarkable phenomenon, persons are 
supposed have nearly reached their normal height 
soon after years age. Besides this, there 
marked intelligence which did not before exist, 
and can now articulate the words ‘mama’ and 
‘papa,’ with many others, though still inclined 
make himself understood signs which has 
been long accustomed. You will observe now 
understands when spoken to, following out most 
your requests. When first came under treatment 
could not even walk, whereas can now both 
walk and run.” 


DISCUSSION. 


Dr. have had some experience the 
ment cretinism with thyroid extract. This remedy 
is the only one that, so far as we now know, supplies the 
physical organism with those materials of which the dis- 
ease itself has deprived it. Several yéars ago I had a 
patient in this city, a girl about 16 years of age; a 
thorough cretin, much the case here presented 
Dr. Frasse, and with all the physical and mental con- 
ditions attached the disease. Like the subject 
here see, she has grown at least 12 inches in height 
under thyroid feeding and is now quite bright and in- 
telligent. In her case, as in this, I noticed a complete 
absence of the thyroid gland and cricoid cartilage. The 
treatment was pursued for a year before much improve- 
ment could be noted, but we were afterwards happily re- 
warded for our perseverance. In reference to the 
etiology the disease, think have much yet 
learn, but to my mind it seems to be a condition result- 
ing from consanguinity. 

Dr. cannot tell you anything about cretinism, 
for it is a condition with which I have had no experi- 
ence, but I have no doubt that such cases are often the 
product of intermarriage. In this connection, I want to 
our duty physicians, our public and 
private relations, to not only warn against the evils of 
intermarriage with blood relatives, but, knowing as we 
do that such alliances often result in mental incompe- 
tence and physical deformities, to vigorously protest 
against them. 

Dr. Witter—Dr. Frasse’s able article commands 
admiration; it is so complete in all its details, and his 
plan of treatment so modern, that I will not strive to add 
anything to what he has so well said on the subject. 

Dr. Jordan—My experience with cretinism is quite 
limited, having observed But one case of the kind, -and 
that at a clinic at the Jefferson Medical College in Phila- 
delphia, but from what have here heard and seen, the 
treatment has been certainly adapted to the require- 
ments, to produce such a marvelous result. 

Dr. Lusson—I have known the patient to whom Dr. 
Curnow has referred for a good many years, and am 
fully aware of her previous condition, it being all that 
Dr. Curnow has stated, together with the great improve- 
ment manifested in her case. A few weeks ago I saw 
her on the street. She had grown into quite an intelli- 
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gent looking young woman. In some cases partial ex- 
tirpation of the thyroid glands are reported successful in 
the treatment of cretinism and idiopathic goiter. It 
would be an interesting subject of study to ascertain 
the relation cretinism, idiopathic goiter and exop- 
thalmic goiter to each other, if indeed any does exist. 
From some study and experience of these subjects I be- 
lieve that the primary cause of the latter two diseases 
lies in some disorder of the sympathetic system of 
nerves. It certainly is a very deep subject for study. 

Dr. Cothran thought the paper, as presented, so ex- 
haustive that there was nothing pertinent left unsaid. 
The consideration of this mysterious glandular secre- 
tion, which so profoundly affects the growth and functions 
of both body and brain, and whose absence occasions 
loathsome physical deformity and hideous mental blank- 
ness, should fill us with humility and a keener realization 
of the limitations of our knowledge and the vast expanse 
our ignorance. 

Dr. Paul suggested that since a member of the mother’s 
family had possessed extra fingers and toes, it might be 
well to inquire if any relationship could be traced be- 
tween disease of the thyroid and hare-lip or cleft palate. 

Dr. Paterson reported a case of cretinism which came 
under his observation two years ago. Female, 22 years 
of age. History of consanguinous marriages. Father 
was a native of the French Alps. In this instance there 
was a slight improvement under thyroid extract; treat- 
ment, however, was reluctantly pursued by parents and 
patient passed from further observation. 

Dr. ‘McNary—lIt is a popular belief, and also the opin- 
ion of some older authors, that coitus during intoxication 
is responsible for this condition. If this were really a 


cause I think the supply of cretins would be far greater 
than it now is. 


Dr. Asay—In the discussion nothing has been said con- 
cerning the effects of certain waters in the production 
of diseases of the thyroid gland. In my former practice 
in the lower part of the San Joaquin valley I observed 
several cases endemic goiter, one which the 
goiter entirely disappeared after removal to another lo- 
cality. The water in the section to which I have re- 
ferred is extremely alkaline. Does the factor exist in the 
water itself, or is this fluid deficient in one or more con- 
stituents? If so, what principle is toxic or what ele- 
ment is lacking? The fact that the family of this cretin 
lived where ‘‘the water was hard that had 
as the grandfather expresses it, strengthens the opinion 
that to this we must look for assistance in determining 
the etiology of diseases of the thyroid. Cretins are found 
certain districts, and these non-cretinous cases 
goiter are also found. We read in the life of Charlemange 
that in the year 772, while his army was encamped on 
the banks of the Rhine, many of his soldiers con- 
tracted goiter. It is asserted by European writers that 
goiter can be and has been artificially produced by the use 
of certain waters, and that this expedient is often re- 
sorted to by men of their country to escape conscription. 
The disease appears to have been prevalent in the fifth 
and seventh centuries in the districts of Champagne and 
Liege, where, as church history informs us, the women 
of those cities, on account of some sacrilege, were con- 
demned to be afflicted with goiter. In olden times the 
eating of the ashes of sponges was a popular habit among 
goitrous subjects, no doubt on account of the iodin they 
contained. We are not yet fully acquainted with the 
physiology of the thyroid gland. The removal of a por- 
tion apparently has no pernicious effect, but the extirpa- 
tion of the entire gland is followed by disastrous conse- 
quences, though a certain amount of thyroid influence 
may be maintained by thyroid feeding or injections cf 
thyroid extract, but sooner or later there will follow 
characteristic debility, arrest of growth and degeneration 
of cerebral functions. 


Dr. Burns—This subject is so rarely met with by the 
ordinary practitioner that I did not expect to be so highly 
entertained. I congratulate the writer of the paper on 
the able manner in which he has presented the subject. 
Never having had case cretinism treat, know- 
ledge of the subject is limited; but I believe I shall now 
be much better prepared to diagnose such a case should 
it ever fall into my hands. 


Dr. Frasse—In concluding the discussion, I desire to 
state that this case went about fourteen years without 
a correct diagnosis having been made, although seen by 
several physicians. Great care must be exercised in 
thyroid feeding, or in the use of thyroid extract. If the 
remedy be given too frequently, or in larger quantities 
than necessary, it is apt to occasion alarming symptoms. 
The quantity to be administered should equal from four 
to eight grains of dessicated thyroid per diem. It seemed 
to me in one instance it acted better when given on 
alternate days for awhile. Later I was able to give a 
larger dose daily. The remedy must be continued 
throughout the life of the patient, because the system 
being deprived of the physiological principles of the 
natural gland, we must supply them by artificial means; 
but this supply must not be in excess of that in which 
the system is deficient. In using thyroid preparations 
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we should also carefully watch the temperature (in this 
case taken per rectum), keeping it at about 100°. It is 
usually subnormal cretins. not think that there 
complete absence the cricoid cartilage this case. 
fact satisfied that can distinctly feel it. may 
be that certain waters, or perhaps certain germs carried 
by those particular waters, may have some influence in 
producing the disease. People living in some districts 
of hard water are prone to goiter. Goitrous people are 
apt to produce cretins, particularly if they are blood re- 
latives. Such cases are commonest in Switzerland or 
its subvironments, but believe consanguinity the 
chief determining factor in the etiology of the disease. 
Whatever may be the cause, I am convinced that we are 
en our way to accomplish much with this and certain 
forms of myxedema, 


After adjournment banquet was given the society 
Dr. Frasse. The popularity the host brought 
very large attendance members hear his paper 
and partake his hospitality.

After the transaction ordinary routine business, 
Drs. Hein Palouse, and Russell Pull- 
man, were elected membership. 

Scarlet fever was the subject matter the even- 
ing’s programme, which was contributed fo!- 
lows: (1) “Etiology and Symptoms Scarlet Fever,” 
Walter Farnham; (2) “Pathology and Sequele 
Scarlet Fever,” White; (3) “Treatment 
Scarlet Fever,” Skaife. 

addition the regular programme there was 
paper Dr. Armstrong Spokane “Treatment 
Chronic 

Between the reading papers and Dr. John- 
ston Colfax said that wanted every member 
present answer the following questions during 
discussions: 

(1) what day the disease does the eruption, 
severe cases, appear? 

(2) What was the age your patients whom 
dropsy anasarca was symptom? 

(3) what day the disease did the albuminuria, 
any, appear? 

(4) what day the disease did you first observe 
the “strawberry tongue”? 

Dr. Ferguson Colfax commenced the discussion 
the papers saying that scarlet fever has 
greater variety symptoms than any other disease. 
his cases the eruption usually appears about the 
thirtieth hour from onset the disease. very 
much doubts the strawberry tongue being path- 
ognomonic symptom the disease. can not 
seen until the coating comes off the tongue, which 
usually the third day. called attention 
the yellowish line that can made the skin 
drawing the finger over it. 

Dr. Johnston Colfax said thinks there 
pathology peculiar scarlet fever. The pathology 
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the same that any other exanthema. 
the complications that there pathology. can 
not tell whether scarlet fever some other disease 
was the cause death. fatal case streptococci 
are always found, but other cocci are also present. 
fever streptococci are always found the 
malpighian bodies and the tubules, but they are 
also found these situations the other exan- 
themata. Dropsy usually the first complication 
noticed, but not always due kidney involve- 
ment. had one patient years old whom 
dropsy was prominent symptom—the only case 
ever saw which dropsy occurred that age. 
never saw albuminuria until desquamation 
ginning; all cases otitis media are due 
scarlet fever, and about the same per cent. deaf 
mutism due the same cause. Mastoid disease 
has occurred late one year after scarlet fever, 
but doubt scarlet fever the cause. Endocarditis 
and pericarditis are more frequently complications 
than generally supposed. Patients should always 
warned danger this direction. Endarteritis 
the left popliteal artery not rare and prone 
result gangreen. treatment mild cases, 
fatality may due officiousness the doctor. 
High enema—one pint three gallons—gives good 
results when nephritis appears. Thinks acetozone 
ought good this disease. Discharges from 
nose and throat are irritating—so are those from 
bowel. Acetozone sprayed into nose and throat, taken 
water into stomach, and injected high into bowel 
would good practice. 

Dr. Armstrong Spokane said could recall one 
epidemic scarlet fever all the cases which 
the rash was delayed—and all were fatal. 

Dr. James Tekoa said: “The oldest patient 
whom saw dropsy was years old. have not 
noticed how early albuminuria appears, think usual- 
the second third day. the eruption, 
the disease was fatal those cases which was 

Dr. Gaines Oaksdale asked desquamation oc- 
curs every case scarlet fever. has had case 
with all the symptoms scarlet fever excepting the 
desquamation, and not sure his diagnosis. 

Dr. Farnham Palouse said: think that the 
strawberry tongue pathognomonic scarlet fever, 
but not know what day the disease may 
first observed, because, like all other signs and 
symptoms, varies. The so-called strawberry tongue 
indigestion, not true strawberry tongue.” 

Dr. Ferguson spoke again, saying that thinks 
there always strawberry tongue scarlet fever, 
and that can identified the third day. The 
eruption comes earlier than any other disease. 

Dr. Libby Spokane said: not think that 
the strawberry tongue can depended for 
early diagnosis. Desquamation occurs every case 
scarlet fever excepting those cases where death 
occurs before the eruption comes out. acetozone, 
find trouble getting the patient take enough 
it.” 

Dr. Maguire Pullman said the worst cases has 
had were those which the eruption was delayed 
the fourth fifth day. 

Dr. Hall Pullman cited case which there was 
strawberry tongue and desquamation. The 
other symptoms were those typical case 
scarlet fever, especially the bright scarlet eruption. 
What was it? 


Dr. Smith Latah said: have been astonished 
the amount desquamation cases where the 
eruption was very slight.” 

Dr. Stuht Colfax said: never make diagnosis 
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one symptom alone, but consider the history 
the case and the symptoms whole. Amount 
albumin varies very much. One reason why nephritis 
occurs mild cases because not closely watched 
the severe ones are. All cases desquamate. 
mild case may desquamate more than severe one. 
The later the eruption the more severe the case.” 

Dr. Hein Palouse said: not afraid 
diphtheria, not afraid smallpox, not 
afraid typhoid fever, but stand the presence 
scarlet fever with fear and trembling because there 
very difficult. Given sudden ‘onset, high fever, 
vomiting and sore throat child from years 
old, followed few hours eruption, and you 
are fairly sure scarlet fever. Diagnose ex- 
clusion. What else could be?” 

Dr. Armstrong said does not think that straw- 
berry tongue has any special bearing diagnosis 
scarlet fever. 

Dr. White Colfax said: think the time when 
albuminuria appears governed the time high 
fever.” 

Dr. Johnston said the point wished bring out 
that the strawberry tongue does not appear early— 
not before the fourth day. think the diversity 
opinion expressed here tonight teaches that 
not study these points should. think 
should keep record all our cases, noting 
these different questions, and that way get their 
correct answer. believe the silver salts are bene- 
fit treatment this disease, and antidiphtheritic 
toxin has produced good results.” 

The discussion scarlet fever was followed the 
reading Dr. Armstrong’s paper “Treatment 
Chronic Gonorrhea.” The doctor gave the case records 
nine cases showing various results under various 
treatments. The best results were obtained irri- 
gating with mild solution permanganate, dilating 
with Kallman’s dilator and injecting com- 
posed resorcin, ichthyol, balsam Peru and castor 
oil. Massage seminal vesicles absolutely neces- 
sary those cases which they are involved. 

Dr. Wilson asked resisting body necessary 
order successfully the vesicles. Dr. Arm- 
strong answered no. very slight stroke suffices, 
and besides the patient could not endure the pain 
resisting body opposed the finger. Urinary anti- 
septics should administered all cases. 

Dr. Johnson’s resolution amending the By-Laws 
that Article shall read: “The regular meetings 
this society shall held quarterly the third Mon- 
day each October, January, April and July,” was 
passed unanimously. This change was made because 
the fact that other societies meet early the 
month and visiting was practically prohibited.

resembling mixture milk pus; 
both were bound down adhesions. Hav- 
ing passed beyond the line adhesions, 
the incision was extended about two inches up- 
ward and the left the umbilicus; the hand 
was passed into the abdominal cavity and another 
tumor considerable size was found just beneath 
the liver. There being adhesions, was 
brought down the opening, the contents evacu- 
ated and this delivered; contained colorless, 
gelatinous substance. Another tumor, quite large 
and free from adhesions was found the left 
iliac region; was brought opening, its 
grumous contents evacuated, after which was 
easily delivered. This was attached the right 
ovary and tube pedicle about two inches 
wide, which was ligated with braided silk and cut 
off with scissors. 

The last tumors were removed very rapidly 
account the serious condition the patient, 
the parts sponged, two quarts normal salt solu- 
tion left the abdominal cavity, and the incision 
closed means seven through and through 
silk-worm gut sutures.
